Hat a Coach with four horſes carryes ſix paſſengers, a Caravan with ſix horſes 
carryes 200r 25 Paſſengers, the Coach alwayes hath one wheele inthe horle 
path, the Caravan horſes alwaycs go inthat path , whereby horſemen when 
ever they meet them are put out of their way, and frequently forc'd into Holes 
and Rutts, into whith they with their horſes do fall and get hurts; Theſe Coaches 
' and Caravans carrytheir paſſengers all roone Inn, where nſually they ſup together , 
have not above twoor three diſhes of meat, yer make uſe of 6. 8. or 10. beds. They 
' arecarryed to thoſe Inns , though the worſt on the Roads, whete the Coach or Cara- 
van men can agrec for hcrſemeat ar the lowelt price , and have their own victuals for 
nothing, and ger the greateſt credit to run furtheſt in debr , which when they have done, 
(it demanded and the payment thereof preſled) they leave the Inn, whereby the Ma- 
ſter of it is undone, notable to pay the Farmer for his Hay, Straw, or Carn; conſe- 
quently the Farmer breaks, and the Landlord loſerth his Rent. However by this means 
all other 1nns, except where the ſaid Stage-Coaches and Carayans do lye, are withour 
_ Trade, not able ro pay halt the Rent they tormerly paid, nor to make neceſſary pro- 
viſions for Gueſts, nor to pay the Taxes , quarter Souldiers , or give ſuch relcif ro the 
poor as formerly they uſed to do. 


But if theſe were put down , the Conf, equences as 1s bumbly conterven, would be. 


1, *THe Roads wonld be better, the Countryes charge in repairing of them lefſen- 

ed, and Travellers leſs incommoded. | | | 

2. Evcry of theſe Paſſengers who travel in theſe Coaches would have a Horſe upon 
the road, many of them would without donbr ride with a ſetvant , fome with ewoor 
three, which now travelcither without men, of with a boy only behind the Coach'; 
by this means there would be thirty at leaſt, if not forty or fifty horſes on the road, in- 
ſtead of the ten which drawes the Coach or Caravan. 

3. Theſe Travellers would: difperſe themſelves into the ſeveral Inns on the Roads , 
each man where he could find beſt Accommodations, and thereby Trade would be de- 
fuſed , Inholders encouraged to provide Accommodations for their Gueſts, and to pay 
their ancient Rents ftinto their Landlords. | 

4. Moſt of theſe Horſes would go to graſs in Summer time', which would greatly 
raiſe the Rents of Paſture Lands about gzeat rowns, which though former]y bare a 
great price , yer'{ince theſe Coaches were ſer up, are but of little valew. h 

'- $+-{t would occaſion the conſtmption of at leaſt ten times as much Hey, Straw and 
Comn , that now is conſumed, whereby Farmers would have a vent for their Com- 
modiries and raiſe money to pay theirRents ,-'and this appears very plaintf it be con- 
That noronly willthere be four times as many Horſes travelling upon. the Roades as 
are now, but thenin the City of Tonden:, and in all grear Towfis in England , 
there would be great imbelsl; good Horlſes kepr, not only by Merchants and 


other Tradeſmen and Gentlemen for their own ufes, bur ſeveral, as formerly ; 
would kcep Stables of good horſes ro Lett, which men may hirc cheaper then they 
pay for their paſſage in Coaches,and by this means would a vaſt quantity of horſe- 
meat be conſumed.

6. Theſe Travellers on the Roads would have twenty diſhes of meat at leaſt, ſome of 
them twoor three, and by this mears would be conſumed Ten times the quantity of 
Beef, Veal, Mutton Lamb, and all forts of Fiſh, Foule, Poultry ; and other Provideos 
that is now conſumed, which will raiſe the price of them, and Gentlemens ſervants 
would drink Beer and Ale upon the Roads, which will help off with the Countrey 
Barley, and encreaſe the Revenue of Exciſe.

> #7. All theſe Travellers ( if men ) mult have Boots, Spurrs, Saddles, Bridles , Saddle 
2nd horſc cloathes ; moſt of them* ould have Swords and Belcs, Pormamues, many 
of them Piſtols and Holſters, and all of them good Cloaks, Coars, riding Stockings and 
Hats, to keep out the weather, If women, they would have fide Saddles, or Pillions , 
Bridles, Safeguards and Hoods, and many other Accouterments Laced or Imbroydered 
wherby the makers of all theſe things (above one hundred thouſand whereof , who li- 
ved well, conſumed four or five joynts of meat every weck in each of their Families, » 
and releived others, but now are reduced to beggary) would be ſer at work again and 
provide as formerly tor their Families , and help conſume the ManufaQturies and Pro- 
viſions of the Kingdome , and prevent Forreigners growing Rich by ManutaQuring 
Leather, one of our Staple Commodities, which til] within theſe few years was Fello- 
ny to Tranſport ; and then Forreigners, who could nor be without Boots, Shoes, Sad- 
dles, Portmantues, Holſters, Hatcaſes, Trunks, and many other things made of Lea- 
ther, had them from hence Manufactured, by the making whereof , above fourſcore 
thouſand Handicraft Tradeſmen get livelyhoods ; nor had there been any need of paſ- 
{ing an Ac to Tranſport Leather unmanfacured , if ir had nor been that theſe Coaches 
prevented the conſumprion that formerly was, of Boots, Saddles, Portmantues, Hat- 
caſes, @c. Butfor wantof the conſumption that formerly was , before theſe Coaches 
were {et up, Hydes bare ſoſmall a price that it was thought fic to tranſport Leather. 
The ſad conſequence whereof is, that all our Handicraft Tradeſmen are undone, for now 
Forreigners buy up the beſt of our Leather , tranſport ic ard manufacture it abroad, | 
whereby they grow Rich , and will carry out nothing that is ManufaQured here, fa 
that weare impoveriſhed, for now inſtead of carrying out five hundred pounds worth 
of Leather as we did formerly, when it was MatufaGured here , they now carry out 
but one hundred pounds worch unmianutactured and manufacture it themſelves, 
whereby they get four hundred pounds, whichour Tradeſmen not only loſe, but for | 
want of getting are ready to ſtarye, I 
And 1t it be true, as molt cercatnly ic is, that we do carry out but one hundred pounds 
inſtead of five hundred pounds formerly exported, and yet import five hundred pounds 
worth of Fortaign Goods as we uſed to do, when we carrycd ont our Leather Manu- 
facured as aforeſaid ; then muſt it needs follow, that we pay four hundred pounds 1a 
ready motiey, which formerly we paid in work,. and that not only impoveriſheth our 
Tradeſmen, but exhauſts the Treaſure ofthe Kingdome, and makes not only Forrain 
Manufactures rich, by getting what we might earn here, but forraign Des Rich 
by having ſo much of our money to pay their Manufactures with. Now it theſe Coa- 
ches were down, Leather ſhould not need to be Tranſported vamanutactured, and then 
miuſt-Forratgners have all from Zxglazd manufactured as formerly they had , infomuch 
chat til] of late, all our old Boots, and Shoes were bought up, mended and {ent beyond 
Seas ; but now the quite contrary , for forraigners eranſport Leather unmanufaecured, 
Manufacture i: there, and import it back when Manufactured , to almoſt the total de. 
ſiruRion of the trade of our Engliſh ManufeQurers, - CS 
8. If theſe Coaches were down, all Genelemen wou'd be encouraged to breed good 
Horſes for the ſervice of the Kingdome , which may (if not in time taken care of} v8 
wanting, great numbers being of late years rranſported beyond the Seas, and ſrele 
care taken for breeding of others, becauſe Gentlemen ride lixle themſelves ; bur if 
they had not this effeminate kind of eravelling torruſt unto, they would ule chemſelves 
xnto riding, and take care to breed good herſes for their own uſe , and be fit and able 
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for to ſerve His Majeſty and the Kingdome, if occaſion require the ſame. 

And it would prevent their ſofrequent travelling from home, whereby they world 
be more in the Countrey among their Tenants, nc and ſpend thcir Rents amorgſt 
them, take off their Proviſions, weare their Manufactures, tit at work and relcive tl.c 


; Poor, keepthe money inthe countrey circulating among(i their Tenants, thar now Is 


drawn upto Londen and ſpent here 1n gay clothes and Treats; and by this mcans their 
affairs would be more carefully manag'd, great expences prevented, the proviſion in 
che Countrey conſumed , and their Rents encreaſed and be well paid. 

9. If theſe were down, then would many thoutands of V\ atcrmen be bred, which 
have been hindred by Stage-Coaciies, which goroevery rown between Grates Endand 
Hexdly, on both fides the River , and carry thoſe Paſſengers (that before they {erup) 
were Oare or S«<uller fare:, and {o diſcourage the Watermen thatare bred, and been 
the occaſion of laying aſide Barger, by bringing and carrying the Paſſengers bundles and 
{mal! parcels that they uſed ro bring and carry. 

Io. If theſc Cogcties wire down, then would thoſe Letters they carry, go by Poſt , 
which by compucation , may raiſe rnat part of his Highneſs the Duke of York's Revenue 
5000l. per annum. | 

11. If theſe were down, Travellers would ride on horsback, and thereby prevenr 
many Robberies now committed by reaſon of there being ſhut up into Coaches and 
Caravans, ſo thaz two or tliree men may ſurpriſe a Coachar pleaſure. 

12. It would prevent the Ruine of the four hundred Hackney Coact:men about 
the cown, who are Licenced , pay five pound per aynem a piece for their Licences, are 
under Rules, lyablc to puniſhment for breach of the Law made for their government, 
yet are undone by thoſe who keep Stage-Coaches , they coming our 1n the night and 
raking their work from them, cat the bread out of their moutiies , and yet are not Licen- 
ced, nor pay any thing towards the breaking up the Streets, by which means the ſtreets 
are morebroken and annoyed then before the A for ſerling the number of 400. was 
made, when as if theſe were down , Hackney Caoches would be often hired into the 
ny , and ſo theftreers would be emptier of them , and not ſo much broken by 
raem, | | 
To conclude , there is hardly a Trade or Tradeſman that uc not one way or other hurt by theſe 

Coaches, nor is there a Gentleman, if he truly and ſertouſly conſtder his intereſt, but it preju- 
diced irfpritly beyond the adVantage he oleaſeth himſelf with the having by travelling m theſe 
Coaches, cov Plrke that ifhe ſoveÞ ve pound 4 journey once or twice 8 year, beby the lone- 
rang the prices of commodities ,hindring the conſumption of them , de trojing the many trades 
and tradeſmen aforeſaid, hath* brought down hw Rents 4 third penty already , ana if ſome 
remedy be not found out muſt ſperdily abate more , and yet have hw charge increaſed upon 
 bim by expences in London and mayntairming , the poor tradeſmen and their families who 
are ruined Ly means as aforeſaid, when as if theſe things were remedied , Stage-Coaches pub 
donp and Gentlemen would live upon their Eftates, and encourage the poor by wearing the Ma- 
nufafuryes of the Kingdome, and keeping good houſes, commodities wowld be couſumed , Rents 
raiſed, the charge of matutaining the poor taken. off, the Handicrafts Tradeſmen te employed, 
anzt all poor ſet atwork and inriched , and Fortigaers growing rich by Manufafiuring our 
' Staple commodities be prevented, the Kings revenue would be encreaſed, andthe ſafety of the 
:King aud Kingdome provided for , watermen "and horſes would be bred, and the Subjetts 
woolly be in a capacity not only 80 live handſomely , but chearfully to contribute towards ray- 
ſing money topay the debts and defray the charge of the Kingdome, and the Gentry will endear 
Themſelves with their tenants anil Commuromen.. | 
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
